Frank Rowel! Tells About 
His Father Killing Bears 
at Holy Jim Canyon Home 


LI ERE are some more bear stories for the Register's Old Hunter Series. 
They are told by Frank Rowell, who today lives on the same moun­ 
tain ranch on which he was raised as a boy. 
Rowell was but still a youngster when bears made a practice of 
visiting apiaries along the Trabuco often, and while he followed bear 
traijs a number of times he never got a shot at one of the things that 
made the tracks. 
His father, Edward Rowell, however, killed two grizzlies, wounded 
two others, and Frank knows the details. 
Moreover he today has the 
skin and skull of one of the bears killed nearly forty years ago. 
Bears were a real nuisance to bee men— but let Frank Rowell tell it.

DWARD Howell and his fam ily s e t­

T hey did a good dAal of 
dam age to the apiaries, and my fa th ­ 
er.

Woods, and a m an nam ed H am ilton. 
who afterw ard had a livery stab le a t 
O range, took tu rn s w atching in 
the 
apiaries in (lie hope of killing som e 
of the beeis and preventing fu rth er 
dam age to th e property. 
“During the tim e the nears w ere 
bothering 
th e apiaries, my 
fath e r 
killed two and wounded two o th ers 
that never cam e back. We had all of 
them spotted bv th eir tracks. 
H it W ith Buckshot 
“One night., on the low er place, my 
father heard ft bear in the apiary. My 
father had a m uzzle-leading shotgun 
loaded with buckshot. He tried to get 
a shot from the window, but couldn’t, 
though he saw the bear w alking aw ay 
with a s’and of bees in his forepaw s. 
"My fa th e r w ent outside, and by 
th a t tim e th e b ear had gone under a 
big oak tree, w here it w as very dark. 
My fa th e r w as probably not over tm 
feet from th e bear when he Ared, and 


the buckshot broke a hind leg and 
'sm ash ed him up in th e h in d q u arters 
• so th at he couldn’t clim b a hill. T he 
bear th rash ed around a lot under th e 


I trees and fath e r took an o th er 
shot 
at w hat he thought w as the bear, but 
th ere w as no b ear there. 
“T he n ex t m orning we took the 


J trail and found the bear dead down in 
i th e canyon. 


J 
"T he second b ear th at w as killed 
a t our place w as along after 1882 in 
Holy Jim canyon. F ath er had cut a 
hole through th e roof of the cabin so 
th a t he could clim b a ladder and shoot 
from th e roof if he heard a b ear in 
the apiary, which w as terraced close 
by the cabin. O ne night he heard a 
bear, clim bed out th e hole and Mazed 
away. T he b ear w as about tw enty 
steps off and did1 not go over th irty 
steps from w here he w as shot. Eleven 
buckshot w ent through his liver. 
“T h ere w as one big she-bear w ith 
w hose track s we w ere fam iliar. 
My 
fath er caught h er one night going 
after honey in a bee stand ju s t about 
th e way a hog would go into a swill 
barrel. F ath er only had one cartrid g e 
for the H enry rifle he used th at tim e, 
and. though it was p retty dark, he 
hit the bear. 
“I w as only a kid, about 13 years 
old, and a fte r he shot I w ent down 'to 
an oak tree, under which my la th e r 
said he thought the b ear had gone. I 
pulled' the lim bs aside, but could see 
nothing. Next day we found w here she 
had been u n d er th a t tree. 
Into Heavy Brush 
“I follow ed h er trail up the m oun­ 
tain s to the heavy brush, w hich w as
